After scrutinizing the evidence con­ 
cerning scores o f"accidents at cross­ 
ings, the commission lias the following 
to say: 


The g rade crossing accident re­ 
ports and investigations continue 
to bear out the belief that most of 
th e accidents on grade crossings 
are caused by carelessness. 
Such 
accidents as these 
will 
not 
be 
eliminated by ttie installation of 
signs, 
and 
only 
a certain 
p er­ 
centage of them will be done away 
with by safety crossings, as the 
reckless driver may devote his 
energy to passing a b arrier or pro­ 
tective device a t top speed and 
thus i>ay less attention to approach­ 
ing trains than he would without 
such protection. 
The only way to elim inate this 
class of accidents is to eliminate 
the crossings.
